A. Logan Braydis with Councilmember Whitburn announces that the office is
working on the safe sleeping ordinance. Also working on street resurfacing,
missed trash/recycling collection, and fallen tree pickup.

Mary Brown asked about the plans for the old Mission Hills Library. States
that it can be leased out as it is.

2. Logan said it’s tricky because of the historic designation. Many would like to
leave it as it is while others would like to use it as housing.

3. Patty Ducey-Brooks echoed Mary Brown’s statement. Said it could be used
as a pre-school after upgrades.

4. Clifford Weiler mentioned two trees at Pioneer Park fell and that a child was
injured on the tree. Also asks how the councilman determines his vote. Does
he canvas the community or does he just decide.

5. Logan state that the trees have been removed but the roots are still present.
Parks and Recreation are handling all fallen trees, and are working towards
getting to the Pioneer Park trees. Council member votes based on
community input along with many other ways.

6. Chair Mat Wahlstrom strongly urges council member to support the
strongest possible tenant protections available within Tenant Protection
Ordinance.
